High Prices for Beef. 


The prices of beef in Baltimore have 


»dranced again, much to the displeasure 
of worthy housekeepers. The cost of 
this substantial article of food Las been 
rising steadily ever since the great West- 
ern corporations, located mostly in Chi- 
cago, the borne of the beef market, be- 
gan to rule the trade. At any of the re- 
tail dealers it will be found that meat 
which once sold for 5 cent* a pound now 
gosts 9 and 10 cents, a rise of nearly 100 
per cent. 


One of Baltimore's prominent beef 


butchers, who keeps, a stall iu Lexington 
Market, said Tuesday night: 


"Swift, Armour, Nelson, Morris, the 


Kingan Provision Couipanv, Schwatz- 
Child & Sulzberger and G- H- Haialin & 
Co.. all of Chicago, practically control 
the beef market of the world, and leave 
verv little chance for the Independent 
butcher. Thei>e people regulate the pric- 
es to suit themselves, aud hold the mark- 
ets in whatever condition they please, 
knowing that no one can compete with 
them. As far as '.he independent butch- 
er is concerned, he will be compelled to 
discontinue his business entirely and 
take up the position of a trader, getting 
his meat direct from the monopolists at 
their prices, and regulating his retail 
prices accordingly.
